This week has furnished nothing in the way 
ot musical entertainment, and even rehearsals 
have not been fairiy inaugurated since the 
summer vacation. The singers and the 
preacners are very much alike in 
this respect. It takes awhile for the unused 
machinery to resume with smoothness and 
regularity its wonted motion, and the sum- 
mer period of laziness must be fully overpast 
beforeinertia gives place to activity. Very 
soon the societies will get to work and the an- 
nouncement of the winter’s programmes Will 
speedily follow. 

THE LAST NOTE. 

Arthur J. Creswold, well known in St. Louis 
as in other cities ot the country, died in Chica- 
go last Saturday morning—the intelligence not 
having reached this city arly enough 
to be noticed in the lost-Disratcu of 
that day. Mr. Creswold was organist 
ot Trinity Church in this city, afterward 
for several years of the Second Presbyterian, 
and then of St. George’s. He had a number of 
pupils here, among them the now favorite con- 
traito, Miss Minnie Curtis, the beauty 
of whose voice he discovered 
and developed, giving A true 
direction to her aims and methods. There are 
numbers of pianists aud organists here who 
derived great benefit from what he taught 
them, directly or indirectly, either or both. 
Mr. Creswold was not a man @ithout 
fauits; but surely, from * nature 
slowing with a genius his, 
something normal to the; business punctilio 
of the average methodical citizen might ex- 
cusably be missed. For Mr. Creswold was an 
organist born, not made. Schooling had done 
something, not much, to develop great 
gifts which barely needed opportunity to 
wake their wealth apparent. His knowledge 
was more intuitive than acquired. His master 
ful adaptation of bis favorite instrument to 
every changeful feeling was something 
school could impart and 
mere practiced skill could express. 
‘‘They’’—the musicianly critics, say that 
‘‘Cieswold could not play Bach; to do which 
with exact technical accuracy is, in the view of 
some of the learned, the final and 
only adequate test of an organ.- 
ist's capabilities. But how many 
these learned“ could register a fusuo 
Bach’s as Creswold did, and thus transform 
what to the unlearned generally svems soulryly 
mechanical into something richin color, har- 
monic combination and beauty? Tie simple 
hymns of the church were almost given voice to 
speak eloquentlly through the organ in joy, in 
entreaty, in sublimity, in pathos, under Cres- 
wold's magic manipulation. He did more to 
teach the two cities, Chicago and St. I. 
the infinite cap abilities of 
the exhaustless king ot instruments 
than any other man living or dead. With not 
a few his matchless mastery ef combinations, 
and their resulting impressiveness, Will be an 
unfading memory while time lasts.

WEATHER WARNINGS. 


— —— — 


Thomas J. Bowditch in the Troy Times.] 

The weather is merely the state or condition 
ofthe air. Heat and cold, moisture and 
drouth, wind and calm, all make themselves 
felt by us principally in and through this ele- 
ment. The study ef the weather is but the 
study of the variations of the air. 

Man is so dependent upon the weather, not 
only for his comfort but even for his subsist- 
ence, that to be able to ascertain its coming 
changes has, naturally, always been to himan 
object of extreme solicitude. The weather is 
one of the subjects upon which the creduli 
of mankind has, in every age, been taken: 
vantage cf. 

Many people remember the prophetic 
weather almanacs with: »The dull, though 
mild,“ „fair and frosty,“ “ mild for the sea- 
son,“ **frosty and more fair.“ „rain, perhaps 
hail, “ Windy, perhaps rain,” and other 
phrases which were seribbled at intervals 
along the calendar andere sometimes lucky 
guesses. Abcut forty years ago an Iris 
schoolmaster named Patrick Murphy, 
was 9 great mathematical scholar, publiy 
a “*Weather Almanac” in London “Tn 
he predicted the 19th of January to be by far 
the coldest day of the season, and, as luck 
would have it, so it was! The fact was no- 
ticed in he papers, and there set in a most 
enormous demand for Murphy’s almanac. 
Over 150,000 copies were sold in three weeks. 
and for several years after ‘*Murphy’s Alma- 
nac“ continued in great demand, though it 
never again made any decided hit in the 
weather prophecy line. In various countries 
and, of course, in various languages, there are 
many proverbs in rhyme as well as in prose 
about the variations in the weather and their 
causes. 

The belicf about Saint Swithin’s or Swi- 
thum’s day (the ldto of July) appears gen- 
eral- that if rain should fall on that day there 
will be rain on each of the following thirty- 
nine days. Swithin was a Bishop of Win- 
chestcr, whe died A. D. 868. He desired 
that he might be buried in the open chureh- 
yard, **where the drops of rain might wet his 
grave,’’ thinking that no vault was so good 
to cover his grave as that of heaven.’’ This 
was done; but in 965 some of his admirers 
removed his remains, with the intention of 
placing them inthe choir of their church, 
but just when the funeral rites were com- 
meneing aterrible rainfall drove every per- 
son under cover, and itrained so violently 
for forty days that the design was abandoned 
There are many weather rhymes about 
Saint Swithin’s day. A Scotch proverb runs 
thus: 

Saint Swithin's day cif, ye do rain, 

For forty Cavs it will remain; 

Suint Swithin'’s day, and ye be fair, 
For forty days ‘twill ruin nue mair. 

In 1807 it rained in England on the day in 
question, andadrytime followed: and the 
same in 1808. In 1818 and 1810 it was dry on 
the löth, and a very dry time in each ease 
followed. The other Summers between 1807 
and 1818 appear to havé come under the gen— 
eral proposition, that inn majority of the 
summers of Engiand,ashowery period, which, 
with some latitude astotime and local eir— 
cumstances, may be admitted to constitute 
daily rain for forty days, does come on about 
the time indicated by the tradition of St. 
Switbin.’* The raining saints in Franee be- 
long to June, and are Saints Medard, Gervais 
and Protais. In Flanders it is St. Gadelieve,. 
and Germany has three. ‘The tradition as to 
the forty duys’ rain applies to each. In Scot- 
land, where saints’ days are not observed, 
July is the day. In different climates the 
date varies. 

From out of amass of old weather rhymes 
and sayings we have collated the following: 

The evening red and the morning gray, 
Isthe sign of a bright and cheery day. 

The evening gray and the morning red, 
Put on your hat or you'll wet your head. 

These are the ancient and curious proverbs 

regarding January: 

If the grass grows in Janiveer, 

It grows the worse tor all the year. 

A January spring is worth nothing. 

Under water dearth, under snow bread. 

March in Janiveer. — 

January in March I fear. 

If January calend be summerly gay, 

’Twilkbe winterly weather till the calends of 
Muy. 

The biackest month in all the vent 

Is the month ot Janiveer. 

The corn swells into ripeness in July, and 
the farmer’s saving is: 


A shower of rain in July, 
When the corn begins to fill, 
Is worth a plough and oxea 
And all that beiongs there still. 


The sailor notes the tightening of the cord- 
age on his ship as a sign of coming rain. 
Swallows fly close to the ground or water be- 
fore rain. When hens are observed to pick 
themselves more than usual, rain is near. 
Swine carry straw intheir mouths and toss 
about their bedding, before a storm. Cats 
are observed to scratch the wall or a post be- 
fore wind and to wash their faces before a 
thaw. 

Winter thunder 
bodes summer hunger. 
Who doffs his coat on Winter day 
Will gladly put it on in May. 
The following is full of peetical expression: 
If the moon shows like a silver shield, 
Re not afraid to reap your field; 
But if she rises haloed round, 
Soon we'll tread on deluged ground. 

A farmyard couplet very tersely informe 

every one that: 
Ifthe cock goes crowing to bed, 
He'll certainly rise with a watery head. 

In the winter, When the moon’s horns 
sharp and well defined, frost is expected. 

Clear moon 
Frost soon 
If the old moon embraces 
stormy weather is foreboded. 
I saw the moon late yestreen 
Wi’ the auld moon in her arm, 
And it we gang to sea, master, 
I fear we'll come to harm. 

This observation used to be regarded as in- 
fallible: 

If there isin October much frost and wind, 

January and February both mild vou'll find; 

But when in the autumn the weather is clear 

The cold wind tull soon will appear. 

The following is a bint to base ball players 

and housekeepers: 4 
Do not let October flies 
Lead you to expect warm skies. 

The following prediction is based upon the 
law of equality: 

Stops the winter iorg away, 
So much longer will it stay. 

Sir Humphrey Davy,in his **Salmonia,’’ has 
the following dialogue between Halicus (a fly- 
fisher). Poletes (a poet), Physicus (a man of 
science) and Omither (a sportsman): 

Polet.—I hope we shall have another good 
day to-morrow, for the clouds are red inthe 
West. 

Phys.—I have no doubt of it. for the red has 
a tint of purple. 

Hal.—Do you know why this tint portends 
fine weather? 

Phys.—The air, when dry. I believe, re- 
fracts more red or heat-making rays; and as 
dry air is not perfectly transparent, they are 
— reflected in the horizon. I have gener- 
ally observed acoppery or yellow sunset to 
foretell rain; but as an indication of wet 
weather approaching nothing is more certain 
than a hslo around the moon, which is pro- 

‘duced by the precipitated water: and the 
larger the circle the nearer the clouds, and 
consequently the more ready to fall. 

Hal.—I have eften observed that the old 
proverb is correct: 

A rainbow in the morning 
warning; 
A raindo at night is the shepherd's delight. 

Can you explain this omen? 

Whys.—A rainbow can only occur when the 
‘clouds containing, or depositing, the rain are 
‘Opposite the sun—and in the evening the 

rainbow is in the east, and in tbe morning in 
the west: and as our heavy rains, in this cli- 
mate, are usually brought by the westerly 
wind, a rainbow in the west indicates that the 
bad weather is on the road, by the wind tous. 
whereas the rainbow in the east proves that 
the rain in these clouds is passing — us. 

Polet.—-I have often observed that when the 
swallows fly high fine weather is 
be expected or continued; but when 
they fly low and close to the ground rain is al- 

most surely approaching. Can you account 
for this! 

Hal.—Swallows follow the flies and gnats, 
and flies and guats usually delight in warm 
“trata of air; and as warm air is lighter, and

usually moister than the cold air, when the 
warm strata of air are high, there is les;

Polet.—I have often seen sea gulls 
ble on the land, and have almost always ob- 
served that very stormy and rainy weather 
wasapprosching. Leoneclude that these ani- 
mals, sensible of a current of air approaching 
from the ocean, retire to the land to shelter 
themselves from the storm. 

Omi. -No such thing. The storm is thei 
element, and the little petrel enjovs the h2avi- 
est gale; because, living on the smaller sea in- 
sects, he is sure to find his food in the spray 
of a heavy wave, and yon may see him flitting 
above the edge of the highest surge. I believe 
that the reason of this migration of sea gulls 
and other birds to the land is their security 
of finding food; andthey may be observed at 
this time feeding greedily on the 
earth worms and larva, driven out of the 
ground by severe floods,and the fish on which 
they prey in fine weather in the sea leave the 
surface and go deeper in storms. The searen 
after food, as we have agreed on a former oc- 
casion. is the principal cause why animals; 
chapge their places. The different tribes of 
the wading birds always migrate when rain is 
about to take place; and l remember once in 
Italy, baving been long wailing, in the end of 
March, forthe arrival of the double snipe in 
the Campagna of Rome, a great flight ap- 
peared on tue 3d of April, and the day after 
a heavy rain set in, which greatiy in- 
terfered Wit my sport. The vul- 
ture upon the’same principle follows armies, 
and I hayé no doubt that the augury of the 


ancien Was a good deal founded upon the 
instixectsof birds. There are many supersti- 
s of the vulgar owing to the same source. 
anglers in spring it is always unlucky to 
ste single magpies—but two may always be 
regarded as a favorable omen, and the reason

NOTES ON FLOGUING, 


From the London Truth.] 

William III. is generally supposed to have 
invented. or, rather, to have introduced, into 
England the modern ‘‘eat.’’ Before his time 
the whip used on the backs of suilors only 
had three thongs. 

The Romans had three whips with which 
to punish tneir slaves, the feruld, a flat strap 
of leather, the scutica, an instrument made 
of parchment. andthe flagellum, which was 
made of plaited thongs of ox leather. 

The Russians have or had the stick, the 
pietandtbe knout. The plet isa whip made 
of strips of raw hide, with three lashes tipped 
with small leaden balls. The knout isa heary 
leather thong, about eight feetin length. at 
tached to a handle two feet long. the lash be- 
ing about the breadth of a small tape, and 
curved so as to give two sharp edges along 
its entire length. It is bound with wire 
thread, the end ter minating in a little hook. 

In China the instrument of punishment is 
the bamboo, and, as the following is one of 
the laws of that country, few escape its appli- 
cation: ** Whoever shall observe a line of con- 
duct that offends propriety. and that is eon- 
trary tothe spiritofthe laws, even without 
anv special infraction of their enactments, 
shall be punished by forty blows, or eighty if 
the impropriety be very great.“ 

The bastinado, which is so common in the 
East, is thus inflicted: Two men support 
between them a strong pole, which is kept. in 
a horizontal position: about the middle of the 
pole are placed some cords with two running 
nooses: through these the naked feet of the 
sufferer are forced, and then made tight in 
sucb a manner that the soles of the culprit are 
fairly exposed: the patient is then thrown on 
his back with his feet inverted. which are 
forthwith beaten by a third man with a heavy 
stick. 

In the United States, previous te the aboli- 
tion of slavery. the slaves were unquestiona— 
| bly frequentlyetiogged. The sureeon of a Mich- 
igun regiment, during the civil war, testified 
that out of 600 negro recruits one in five bore 
the marks of severe ftlogg?ng, whilst another 
surgeon found that out of 700 black recruits, 
one-half bore evidence of having been severe- 
ly whipped or otherwise maltreated. 

Ourancestors were exceedingly fond of flog- 
ging. In Bridewell, the Court of Governors 
used to be held once a week, when men and 
women were summarily whipped. The whip 
was wielded by the youngest beadle, and the 
stripes were laid on until the President gave 
a signal tostop by striking with his hammer 
on the table before him. 

In this prison died, 
Charles II., a certain

She left £10 fora 
sermon to be delivered at her funeral, upon 
the express condition that the preacher should 
say nothing but what was well of her. The 
sermon was as follows: “By the will of the 
deceased, it is expectedthat I should mention 
her, and say nothing but what is well of 
her.

I took the place which was offered to 
me, and wentto work with renewed hope and 
energy. I made a vow against gambling and 
determined to regain all l had thrown away. 
I saved every dollar possible, pinching 
myself in my living, and sup— 
plementing my liberal salary by literary lu- 
bors. My savings had again run high up tn the 
thousands and my gains were steady. The 
Frazer River mining excitement broke out.

Therefore, they require first the graces of 
gentleness and humility; nor, on the whole. 
much independent action of any kind; but 
only the quiet resolve to find out what is ab- 
solutely right, and so far as it may be kindly 
and ipoffensively practiced, to fulfill it at 
home; and so far as it may be modestly and 
Gecorously uttered, to express the same 
abroad. Anda well-bred youmt lady has al- 
ways personal power enough of favor and 
discouragement, among persons of her own 
age, to satisfy the extremest demands of con- 
science in this direction. 

These foliowing are laws such as a prudent 
nation would institute respecting its mir- 
riages. Permission to marry should be the 
reward heid in sight of its youth during the 
entire latter part of the course of their educa- 
tion; and it should be granted as the national 
attestation that the first portion of their lives 
had beenrightfully fulfilled. It should not be 
attainable without earnest and consistent et- 
fort, though put within the reach of all who 
were willing to make such efforts; and the 
granting of it should be a public testimony to 
the fact thatthe youth or maid to whom it 
was given had lived, within their proper 
sphere, a modest and virtuous life, and had 
uta ined such skill in their proper handicraft, 
and the artsof household economy, as might 
give well-founded expectations of their being 
ubie honorably to maintain and teach their 
children. 

No girl should receive her permission to 
marry before her seventeenth birthday, nor 
any youth befere his twenty-first; and it 
should be a point of somewhat distinguished 
honor with both sexes to gain their permis- 
sion to marriage inthe eighteenth and twenty- 
second year: and « recognized disgrace not to 
have gained it at least before the close of their 
twenty-first and twenty-fourth. I do not 
mean thatthey should in any wise hasten 
actual marriage; but only that they should 
hold it a point of honor to have ſthe right 
to marry. In every year there should 
be two festivals, one oh the first of Muy, 
and one at the feast of harvest-home in 
each district, at which festivals their 
permissisy to marry should be given pub- 
liciy to the maidens and youths who had 
woi them in that half-year: and they should 
be crowned, the maids by the Old French 
title of Rosieres, and the youths perhaps, by 
some name rightly derived from one sup- 
posed signification of the word „ bacholer,“ 
‘laurel fruit,“ and so led in joyful proces- 
sion, With music and singing, through the 
city, street or village lane, and the day 
ended with feasting of the poor, but not with 
feasting theirs, except «quietly at their 
homes. 

Thus much, then, respecting the relations 
of lovers I believe you will accept. But what 
we too often doubt is the fitness of the contin- 
uance of such a relation throughout the world 
of human life.

WONDERS OF NATURE. 


Plants Have Their Waking and Sleeping 
Hours—Linnzus’ Floral Cloek—Flior- 
al Barometers, Etc. 

Most of the flowers sfeep during the night. 
The marigold goes to bed with the sun. 
Many plants are so sensitive that their leaves 
close during the passage of a cloud. The 
dandelion opens at 5 or 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and shuts at 9 o’clook in the evening; 


the daisy opens its dav's eye to meet the early | 


beams ofthe morning sun. The ivy-leaved 
lettuce opens at 8 o'clock in the morning, 
and closes forever at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon. ‘The night-flowering cereus turns 
nigbt into day. It begins to expand its mag- 
nificent sweet-sceated blossoms in the twi- 
light. it is in full bloom at midnight. and 
closes forever at the dawn of dav. Ip a elover 
field not a leaf opens until after sunrise. 
There are some plants that may be used as 
weather prophets. The pimpernel spreads 
its leaves at the end of wet weather while the 
different species of clover contract theirs. Lf 
the chick weed droops and its flowers are not 
open, there is rain in prospeet. The crow- 
foot anemone foretells the coming of rain by 
closing its blossoms; the anemone mentaisa 
carries its flowers erect when the weather is 
fine, and drooping when overcast. It will 
rain if the whitlow grass lets its leaves hang 
drooping, if the gallium verum swells and 
exbates strongly, also if the birch scents the 
air. 

The sensitiveness of plants to light, heat 
and moisture was made by Linnwus, the great 
botanist, the basis of many experiments and 
observations, resulting in the arrangement 
called his floral clock. It 1s a curious fact 
that there are twenty-four varieties of plants 
v hose blossoms open suceessively at the dif- 
ferent hours of day andnight. The flow- 
ers of the water lily close and sink into the 
water precisely at sunset, rise again to the 
surface and expand with sunrise. Pliny de- 
scribed the lotus of the Euphrates, which fol- 
lowed the same order; and the reverence 
which was paid to the letus by the Egyptians 
is supposed by some to be from this assodcia- 
tion with the sacred sun. 
of the lotus are engraven on Eastern tom 
and monuments, and adorn the heads 
of their seulptured deities. 
the floral clock there is a floral calendar, in 
which each month is marked by its own loyal 
flower. 

It is well known that plants sleep at night; 
but their hours of sleeping are a matter of 
habit, and may be disturbed artificially, just 
as a cock may be waked up to crow at an un- 
timely hour by the light of a lantern. 
French chemist subjected a sensitive plant to 
an exceedingly trying course of discipline, 
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Flowers and fruits | 


Besides | 
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by completely changing its hours, exposing | 


it toa bright light at night and putting it in a 
dark room during the day. The plant ap- 
peared to be much puzzled at first. It opened 
and closed its leaves irregularly, sometimes 
nodding in spite of the artificial sun that 
shed its beams at midnight, and sometimes 
waking up, from force of habit, to find the 
chamber dark in spite of the time of day. 
Such sre the trammels of use and want. But, 
after an obvious struggle, the plant submit- 
ted tothe change, and accepted the night for 
the day without any apparent ill effects. 

We notice that an Italian chemist has re- 
cently made some experiments which have re- 
sulted inthe discovery that vegetable per- 
fumes exercise a positively healthful influ- 
ence upon the atmosphere by converting its 
oxygen into ozone, and thus imereasing its 
ox¥dizing influences. 
develop the largest quantity of ozone are 
those of the cherry, laurel, clover, lavender, 
mint, juniper, lemon, feanel and bergamot; 
those that give smaller quantities are anise, 
nutmeg andthyme. Flowers destitute of per- 
fume do not develop ozone, and those which 
have but slight perfume do not develop it only 
in small quantities. Reasoning from these 
facts. the Professor recommends the cul- 
tivation of flowers in marshy districts and 
inall places infested with animal emana- 
tions, on account of the powerful oxydizing 
influence of ozone. ‘The inhabitants of such 
regions should, be says, surround 
houses with beds of the most odorous 
ers. There is a mystery about perfume. 
eludes the most subtle analysis. So fine, 
subtle, so imponderable, it has eluded our 
most delicate measures and our strongest 
lenses. If we could come tothe essence of 
each odor, we would make an enormous 
stride in bygiene and in chemistry. and no 
profession would profit so much by it as the 
medical profession if it could be conclusively 
demonstrated that such an odor proceeded 
from such and such a cause, as we already 
know of sulphur, sulphurite-hydrogen, am- 
monia and the like. 
‘‘Who has not heard of the 

mere, 

sang Tom Moore, 
since then cultivation has 
rival of Asia in its roses. The rose gardens 
of Franee are ee lebrated. Acres of roses 
bloom inthem forthe perfumer. The helio- 
trope. mignenette, and other floral plants are 
found side by side with them in dense masses. 
The air is heavy with almost sickening fra- 
erance, and for miles around the breezes bear 
the sweet tidings that they have blown over 
the gardens of Gaul in their bloom.’* Within 
thirty miles of London laven- 
der tields have become quite an extensive and 
recognized industry, and there is annually 
produced, in England alone, sufficient oil 
from the plant to manufacture 30,000 gallons 
of spirits of lavender, besides a large quanti- 
y, the total of which is unknown, to be used 
in the production of other perfumes with 
more pretentious names. The plant is at the 
best between three years of age and seven. 
The harvest time is the first week in August. 
The flowers are then cut and taken to the dis- 
tillery, foliowed by innumerable bees, which 
insects are especially fond of them. There th: 
essential oil is pressed out, ready to be mixed 
with the proper ingredients to make lavender 
water. ' 

Crouise, in the Natural Wealth of Califor- 
nia, says that most of the flowers, though 
gorgeous in color, are without odors. But 
nature always compensates itself, and the de- 
ficiency of fragrance in the flowers is supplied 
by the aromatic shrubs and vines which 
abound everywhere. Mint, rosemary, sweet- 
scented shrub, sage and fennel may be found 
crowded together in many parts of Los Ans 
geles. They are more rare in Northern Cali- 
fornia. 

Nature is more intelligent, and has a more 
subtle power than the most skillful chemist, 
She produces brilliant and manifold colors in 
flowers and fruits, and an infinite variety of 
odors. The chemist is nat only unable to pro- 
duce them, but he does not understand the 
causes or the methods of their appearance. 
A flower garden performs more wonderful 
feats than the mest extensive laboratory. A 
careful analysis of the orange plant has re- 
vealed that it elaborates three different kinds 
of volatile oil, each with a pungent 
odor. One of these is peculiar to the leaves, 
a second totbe flower, and a third to the 
rind of the fruit. They are so different from 
each othe: in smell and taste, in weight and 
density. aud in all physical properties, tht 
they cannot be mistaken or confounded. 
lere, then, is a single plant, able to manu- 
facture front abt, moistusc and the soil, 
three different substances. The ist subtle 
chemist can do nothing like tut. Man must 
confess that nature is more cunning an he. 

M. Chatin, some time ago, called attention 
in the French Academy to some curious peri- 
odic movements in the leaves of Abies Nord- 
manniana, which are whitish on the lower 
surface and dark green on the upper. If the 
tree (which isa species of fir) be observed 
early in the morning or about sunset, the en- 
semble of the foliage seems uniformly whitish; 
whereas, in the course of the diy, the green 
tint seems very general. This is found 
to result from an alternation in the position of 
the leaves, so that they present, now their 
lower. now their under surface to the ob- 
server, and a diurnal position can thus be dis- 
tinguisbed from a nocturnal one. 

The varieties of actinia,properly known as 
sea-anemones, will never cease to be won- 
derful. They are formed of every tint, white, 
grav, red, yellow, orange, liloc, azure, green. 
There is one beautiful species with violet 
tentacles pointed with white; another with 
white-red tentacles specked with gray: a third 
spreads out green arms edged with a circle 
of dead white. The anemone, ualike the 
polyp of the coral,§has powers of locomotion, 
though its progress is very slow. When it 
wishes to change its pace, by an impercepti- 
ble action it stretches forward one side of 
its base, gradually drawing in the opposite 
side. Scmetimes it draws itself along by 
means of its tentacles, making them serve as 
fect. Professor Forbes had an anemone 
which walked upon the sides of a bottle, stick- 
ing alternately by its base and by its disk. So 
in the kingdom of nature there are flowers 
thateven walk! These tentacles, however, 
are not merely arms, they are also fangs. 
Touch them, and asharp, stinging sensation 
is felt, producing in the experimenter only a

The St. Louis detective stad is an organiza- 
tion which has deen subjected to a great deat 
of censure within the past few months by botn 
the pressand public. There have been bur- 
giaries and murders committed, it is true, 
wherein the perpetrators have evaded arrest, 
but it is alleged by those wio ought to knuw 
that no city approximating St. Louis 
in population is so tree from thuga, 
thieves and outlaws, and that our freedom in 
that respect is due to the activity of the detec. 
tives and the Chief of Police. St. Louis has a 
smaller force of detectives than either New 
York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Boston. Chi 
caro, Baltimore, Cincinnati or New Orleans. 
itis stated as a remarkable taet that there has 
not beena bank blown, nor a bank or express" 
messenger robbed in this city within the 
past four years, no heavy cloth robberies 
within that period and only one wholesale 
jewelry and diamond robberry in over two 
years. The detective force of the city numbers 
ten men, all schooled by long years’ experi- 
ence in police and criminal work, and a slight 
sketch of those men and their work will not 
prove uninteresting.

He possesses 
the faculty of rarely tor getting 
a face, and he knows every rogue 
in the West, and can give his personal history, 
and that ot his sisters, cousins and aunts, in 
every detail. Mr. Hennessy was stationed at 
Kast St. Louis by request of the various rail- 
road companies terminating there for several 
years prior to the erection of the Union Depot 
und his adventures have been both manya 
varied. Whiie other men may be a t 
quicker tocatch a clue ina vexed Case, none 
are quicker to follow a clue one hit upon. 
HENRY HUTHSING 
worked up fromthe position of patrolman to 
the post of detective seven years ago, and has 
figured in a number ot noted cases since then. 
The piincipai case he has engaged in is that of 
John Barkus, the bank robber. Three years 
ego Barkus burglarized the bank of Ruoxvilie, 
lilinois, of $10,000, and came to this city. 
lle remained here but a few days and then 
proceeded to Atchison, Kansas. During his 
stay here he disposed of several $5 bills ot 
the Knoxville bank, and Huth-ing, chancing 
on one of those, traced it up to 
surkus, who had registered at one 
ofthe principal hotels under a fictitious name. 
Taking acopy of the man’s signature, Huth 
sing followed him to Atchison, identified him 
there, although be had registered under an- 
otber name, arrested him and sent him to the 
Penitentiary forthe term of twenty years. 

PATRICK LAWLER 
was also promoted from the ranks way 
back in the sixties for clever work. He has 
recovered more stolen property than any other 
man on special duty, and is the terror of 
pick-pockets and counterfeiters. He is a giant 
in strength, and is never obliged 
to persuade a man to accompany 
him to the Chiet's office through 
the agency of aweapon. Like Hennessy, he 
never forgets a face, and his record us an 
eflicient officer is without biemish. 

HENRY STEWART 
resembles an easy-going business man in 
every essential, and would be the last man in 
athousand selected as a detective. He has 
been connected with the department for seven 
years. Among his several clever captures 
muy be mentioned that of Wood 
and Boyle, the eseaped- convicts from 
Sing Sing Prison, whom he arrested 
inthis city five years ago while they were 
planning the burglary of the Lucas Savings in 
stitution, then situated on tue corner of 
Tweltth and Olive streets. Stewart made th» 
capture through discovering a portion of their 
punel bits and a jimmy inalumber yard near the 
bank. Another pretty piece of work which can 
be placed to his score was the capture of the 
three Mount Pulaski, III., bank burglars in 
a Broadway saloon on the Ist of last May after 
adesperute struggle. 

WILLIAM GC. TUCKER AND TIM nent 

are both rated as shrewd men. They are at 
present associated and have been for a number 
ofyears. They look tothe satecty of guests at 
hotels and inspect pawnabops and make neat 
captures almost ever day, Pucker 
Lnows more men in St. Louis,crooks and other 
wise than any of his profession, and is disliked 
generally by reporters on account of his never 
beying divulged an item. A score otf counter- 
ters have come to grief through the adroit 
ness of Tucker end Rabil. 

JOHN EAGAN AND SEVERIN EGGS 
complete the list of detectives. The 
former has been the most successiul ia 
dry goods and clothing house burglaries, 
and during the present season solved the mys- 
tery of ahe Dickmann murder, in Bonhomme 
township, by surrounding Joseph Stoeckli with 
a chain of circumstantial evidence whieh may 
eventually plunge him through a gailows trap. 
Eggs, though never having accomplished any 
piece of work particularily brilliant, is a hard 
worker and clever ofnicer. 

CHARGES OF INEFFICIENCT. 

There is no denying the fact, 

that the entire detective force te 
Louis has been monght into mark 
ed disrepute by the successive fail 
ures to capture the many mrerderers who, after 
committing the most atrocious crimes, have 
managed to eseape. The tailure to secure 
Sanders, the murderer of Of_icer Printz, r- 
haps excited more censure in this respect than 
any othercase. The justice of this censure is, 
of course, another question, but it is a tact 
that two of the Police Commissioners have 
said that the St. Leale detective system is 
grossly deiective.

PAOLA-MARIE AND MLLE. ANGELE. 
The tollowing history of Paola-Marie and 
Mile. Angele 1 in the New York Herald 
after the opening nizht of Maurice Grau'scom- 


pany, including Capoul: 

Mlle. Pacia-Marie was born in 1851, onthe 
2sth of March, the biographers say. She was 
ec ucated atthe Convent of the Sacred Heart, 
at Nancy, where she astonished her comvan- 
ions by the beauty of her voice. She was thor- 
cughly trained in religious music. Her two 
sisters, Irma and Galli- Marie, were already on 
the stuge, andthither she soon followed them, 
appearing at the Vaudeville in an 
¢ peretta by Henri Potier, called 

Madeleine, whichfonly lived for an evening 
llerve, who had just won favor by his ‘‘Onil- 
peric,’’ remarked her, and M. Delvil, of the 
Galeries St. Hubert, Brussels, enuaged her 
Next summer she went to London with M. 
Humbert's troupe, and thence passed to the 
Folies Dramatiques, at Paris, under M. Can- 
tin’s management. She made ner debut as 
Mephisto in Herve's ‘* Little Faust.“ Sue lived 
a quiet life at Varis, in daintily furnished 
apartments, with her crochet, her cat and a 
poole, who used to follow her on 
the stuge in ‘*L’ Eil Crevo. 
On February 21, 1872, La Fille de Mme. 
Angot’’ was first produced at the Folies Dram 
atiques. It hud aiready been played at Brus- 
dels by M.-Humbert’s compauy. Dark eyed 
little Pauline Luigini, of hat troupe, gave 
place to Vaola-Muarie. The latter's success 
was as great as the operetta’s. Both were un- 
precedented. Branuus, the music publisher, 
paid 15,000f. for the score alone. During the 
first inonth the box office was not once opened 
at night. The triumphs of ‘‘La Juive’’ and 

‘Les Huguenots’’ were outdone. M. Cantin 
presented 10,u0uf. to the Association of Dra- 
matic Artists. On March 23 the piece was 
plaved to an audience of princes. he com- 
pliments paid to thefair Ciairette dazzle m her 
not alittle. The opera had been taken to 
Rouen, where Zulma Bouffar played Clatrette 
so well that Lecocq, the composer. was said to 
have written: ‘*‘‘Mademoiselle, you are the 
Clairette of my drexms.’’ Instantly Paola 
wrote to know what he meant. The unhappy 
Lecocq replied: ‘‘Inthe face ofthe fact that 
your talents have already made the piece run 
100 nights it would be in the worst taste to 
contest them.’’ Whereupon Zulma Bouffar 
incignantly repudiated M. Lecocg and his com- 
plin.ents, and the fellowing neat triolet ap 
peared:

Reminiscences of St. - Lonisans 
Who Are on the Stage, 


And Something of Those Who Propose 
to Go Before the Footlights. 


Sol Smith Russell, Joe Emmett, Catari- 
na Mareo, Nellie McHenry 
and Others, 
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The Charges That St. Louis Does Not En- 
courage the Drama. 


It is said by managers that St. Louis is a poor 
theatrical city, and to prove the lack ofappre- 
ciation and patronage in matters dramatical 
and musical, the stage quidnunes point to Chi- 
cago with its numerous theaters, and tothe 
facttbut a star who here tinds a difficulty in 
drawing good houses tor a week can in tue 
Village by the Lake play to fine audiences tor 
two, andeven three weeks. It is the same, 
they aver, withthe opera; and then theyre- 
call the circumstance that the Mapleson 
troupe last season delighted musically cultured 
Chicagoans for three weeks, while the Future 
Great was only sufficiently remunerative to 
call for a week's sojourn. And so the facts are 
piled up ad libitum. 

Close observers, however, assert that the 
real cause does not lie with the public, but 
with the managers, whose plecges have been 
as often broken that the people have no more 
confidence in them. In inefficient companies, 
poor mountings, indifferent orchestras, inat- 
tention to detail and a total absence 
of artistic ensemble, affirm the 
critics, must vo sought the 
solution of tne apparent apathy of our citizens. 
During the present season it looks as if the 
matter would be tested. Competition is the 
soulof business, anc the same holds good of 
amusements. A new theater has been erected 
since the spring,and the problem is about to be 
solved whether St. Louis with its half a million 
inhabitants can and will support three first- 
class theaters. Of e with the increased 
rivalry the managers will put 
forth all their and should 
they prove enterprising and judicious 
in their work there can be little possibillty of 
fadinre. 

Another fact seems to controvert the accusa 
ation that St. Louis is indifferent and apathetic 
towards the stage. Th: scarcely another 
town in the country that many 
aspirants for histrionic and lyric honors. By 
this it is not meant that all achieve the great 
ness that their hungry souls thirst for, On the 
contrary many are called, chosen. 
Those that fall by the way the grand 
majority, but yetthere are some whose ambi- 
tious hopes attain realization.

Ihe old gentleman bad frequently 
announced his intention of killing himselt, aud 
had consulted various acquaintances as to the 
means that he ought to adopt, stating that he 
Mus old enonghto die, and that there was 
nothing mere in the world for him to live for.

Ille was 
a physician of the homeopathic school, who 
long toliowed his practice with suc EVvon 
in his latest years, when in ferbie mini, he

He 
was a boy then, and stole in through the crowd 
atareview one day sous to get close to Napo- 
leon. lHlis father was in immediate attendance 
on the Emperor, and was filled with 
borror to ste him take hold of a gold button on 
the great Little Corporal’s cout tail and ex- 
aminethe Non it. At Dresden he was very 
feiwiliar with the son ofthe French Minister to 
Saxony; and in the winter, after the burning 
of Moscow, while Europe was still in doubt as 
to the tate ofthe French army and Emperor, 
his young triend came up fo him one morning 
and wh isp ered to him that the Emperer was 
there. They stole.together into the yard of 
ihe Embassy, where they saw the sleigh in 
which the Linperor had arrived, almost unat- 
tended, after the terrible flight through 
and from Russia. And then his friend took him 
to where 1 could get a view ot the Emperor, 
who was atone in a room in which there was u 
fire, pi cing up * down, wrapped in his 
thoughts. He was the little man with the yel- 
bow tace and big eyes that the lad remembered 
to have seen at I. rturth. But there was a cer- 
tuin awiuiness about this man chee at 
that time that drove

The next time that younz Sturm saw 
was during the battle of Leipsic. He had be- 
come a ‘second Lieutenant of Hussars in the 
saxon Contingent ol the French urmy. Orders 
hud been given that the ¢ iVairy, in the morn 
Ing, was to charge some of the Russian gans. 
But in the morning ‘there was a fog so very 
dense that a doubt as to the practicability of 
the movement Sturm, being entirely fa 
miliar with the country, was sent to find the 
hKimperor and ask him the question whether 
they were to wait until the tor arose 
to make the charge, or to make it 
without regard to the fog. Finding the Emper- 
S headquarters, he found Napoleon stand- 
ing on some strawin the mud, close by the 
re wall of a gurden, neara camp fire, over 
bung a round silver ketiie, in which 
some chicken was stewing. Sturm addressed 
himselt te 3 whom he remembered 
ws atall man, wearing a longtailed overcoat— 
very large ant 1 im . man. The Emper- 
or had onthe usual bistori: He

wus euting a piece of chicken.and had achicken- 
leg in his band. Sturm addressed Berthi1 
in a loud voice, conveying his message. Ber 
thier told the Emperor what it was in such a 
way that the Emperor's single word of repty, 
**Certainement,’’ meant to make the charge. 
By thattimethe Emperor had disposed of bis 
chicken, and he said to Berthier: Ask him 
if he knows the ground. Sturm answered to 
the Emperor directly that he did, for he had 
gone to school there, Napoleon then pulled 
outofthe inside breast pocket of his coata 
littic parchment map with some tracings on 
it, and said to him, Come here,’’—and, point- 
ing to these tracings—‘‘These are ditches, are 
they day, or do they contain water?“ Sturm 
replied that they were dry ditches. 

‘That terminated the interview, and he rode 
off with his order. The charge was made. In 
the course of it, during which they took some 
ol the Russian gans, Sturm received a saber

People Who Lived in the Early Days 
of St. Louis. 


The Silent Population of Calvary 
Cemetery. 


> 


Quaint Epitaphs and Fashions i Grave 
Stones. 


A wild decay is settling down upon Calvary 
Cemetery, asortof mildew which affects not 
nlone the tomb-stones, which are in many 
cases mossy and leaf-stained besides the ven- 
erable grime which has fallen upoa them inthe 
flow of years. Here and there about the 
grounds a new monument erects its pol- 
ished shaft, showing a grief which 
time has not meltowed into 
sadness, and which emphasises the nezicct of 
more venerable graves. The long grasses 
which flourish upon the graves, and the rose 
busbes which have been untrimwed tor 80 
long that they have gone wild, and now show 
long, leafless shanks, with red buttons where 
the roses have been; the weeds that have 
mixed with the cypress upon the mounds; all 
evidence a certain assuagement ofthe melan- 
choly thatat first took such tender care of the 
loved ones’ graves. 

There are old setlers in 
are lytng out under 
grasses that played 
role in the history ot St. 
people that first saw thelight when 
fierce Osages were still the terror os the coun- 
try, when Missouri was an appurienance of 
France and before it belonged to Spain. 

MADAME ELIZABETH ORTES, 

whose plain tombstone indicates her death at 
the ripe old age hundred antl six years, 
was one of the citizens of this city. 
She Su w of its growth 
from the time that the boats brought in the 
loads of peltries from the untamed wilderness 
ef the Illinois and the Osage down through all 

the city’s history to Anno 
Domini 1865. Her grave is strewn with maple 
leaves from the trees above her, and many a 

stuin from wind and weather is on the stone 
which marks her resting place. 

In the same enclosure with Madame Ortes lies 
Joseph Philibert, who died at ninety-four 
after having ſived sixty-seven years in St. 
Louis, 

The old French habitans were a long-tive? 
race; they were alittle slow, dil not probably

SOLON CHASE OF MAINE. 


The Greenback ‘‘ Leader”? Introduced 
to a New York Audience by Peter 


Cooper. 

From the New York Sun.! 

Solon Chase, 'the father of the Green- 

backers in Maine,” Who made speeches in 
every county in that State in the recent Cam- 
paign, and saw the vote increased to 50,000 
for the Greenback ticket, spoke in the large 
hall of the Cooper Union last night, at the 
invitation of Peter Cooper. He looked like 
what he was, a well-to-do former ia his Sun- 
day suit. His boots were innocent of 
Hacking, and he wore a huge- 
brimmed light felt hat. But his face was 
as bright and his eye as sparkling and his 
manner as free as if his life had been spent in 
contact with the highest minds of a metropo- 
lis, His age is about fifty-six, but his sharp, 
rugged features and bald head, leaving him 
but a rim of black hair at the base, gave him 
a somewhat older look. His smile draws up 
the corners of his mouth, so that he looks not 
unlike the pictures of Voltaire, especially 
when he has made some specially keen thrust 
at the enemies of Greenbackers. Then his good 
humor becomes contagious, and his audience 
is carried through his speech with a sucees- 
sion of telling hits. Me speaks without notes 
in a strong manly voice, with but slight in- 
flections, pausing only to take a hurried 
breath, or when interrupted by applause. 
When the applause is prolonged he fills up 
the :ime by taking a swallow of water. At 
first he uses few gestures, standing in one 
spot with his bands behind bis back. As he 
warms with his subject his arms swing out, 
his palms are slapped together, and, 
aS he makes some telling hit 
hy the Socratic mode of asking a ques- 
tion, his lithe body squirms intoa shape 
not unlike an interrogation point. Attheclose 
of the Maine campaign he went to Boston, 
where he addressed the convention then in 
session. Hespoke in New Hampshire on the 
12th, then in Troy, and is now on his way 
home for a brief visit preparatory to the hard 
work of the Iowa campaign. After the Iowa 
election on the 14th prox., he will come to 
New York and take the stump for the Green- 
back candidate in this State. On the platform 
with bim last night were Peter Cooper, who 
resided, Dr. E. P. Miller, E. O. Ball, Mr. 
slissert, and other Greenback leaders; Mr. 
Zachos, Mrs. Dr. Somerby, Mrs. Shindler, 
Miss Blodgett. Mrs. Dr. Clemence Lozier. 
and many invited guests. The meeting 
was opened with an address by Mr. Peter 
Cooper, who was received with warm appro- 
bation. 

When Solon Chase stepped to the front of 
the platform he was received with such unan- 
1mous approbution from the audience, that 
filled every seat, that it was some moments 
before he could be heard. Then, after thank- 
ing those present on behalf of the Greenback- 
ers of Maine, he went straight to his subject. 
He said the campaign in Maine was no jack- 
knife campaign. What the people condemn 
in the policy of John Sherman is his plan of 
increasing the purchasing power of money, 
and not the debt-payring power ‘The cam- 
paign has been going on since election, and 
will go on as long as there is a State in the 
Union that has not been plowed. ‘*There 
is. he said, a good deal of land, even in 
the State of Maine, that we haven't plowed 
yet, and we've got the steers to do it.“ 
| Laughter. | 

Throughout hisspeech, Mr. Chase rang the 
changes on the fact that the farmer in the 
State of Maine who raised three hogs last vear 
was no better off than if he had not raised 
them, because, he said. John Sherman has 
squeezed the value of those three hogs into a 
dollar. The hogs are not worth as much as 
the corn they ate.“ [Laughter.] He showed 
how the price of hogs had gone down from 
eleven cents a pound in 1875 to eight cents 
per pound in Is, and insisted that John 
Sherman should be compelled to stop this 
process of squeezing more hogs into a dollar. 
When a farmer finds that he has 
made nothing bv raising his vearling, 
he wants to know who has rot 
the hav’ Jobn Sherman has made the four 
per cent bonds buy twice as much of the pro- 
duct of labor as the six per cent bonds used 
to, but it is at the expense of the laborer. 
The farmer who bas to sell his cows for less 
than the eost of wintering them, wants to 
know who is to blame but John Sherman 
and his bankers. The farmer who had his 
haymow so full that a cat could not crawl 
under the ridge pole, wants to know who has 
got his hay? These farmers are on the stump 
making greenback speeches. Laughter. 

Mr. Chase had the house in roars of laugh- 
ter with his ridicule of the idea expressed by 
Mr. Sherman in one of bis speeche~ that there 
had been overproduction. He said that, ac- 
cording to Sherman, there had been overpro- 
duction of fish in the sea: an overproduction 
of ministers of the gospel, many of whom 
are out of employment: and, before John 
Sherman gets through, be thought he would 
find an overproduction of Greenbacker-.

On the arrival at ILis- 
sorlik he found several of the workingmen en- 
gaged at the excavations suffering from an ob- 
stinate fever, and. although it is long since he 
wave up practicing asa physician, he took them 
under treatment. He cured them, and imme- 
diately his reputation a8 a magician was estab- 
lished ut Hlissorlik; and, as there were any 
sick people everywhere in Asia Minor, and 
nowhere a doctor or an apothecary, the news 
of the great magician ran with amazing 
rapidity from village to village. Every morn- 
ing when Virchow ieft the little wooden 
shanty in which he slept he found, first a few 
persons, then a crowd, and last a 
people encamped in front the door, and 
Waiting patiently, but with eager glance, for 
his appearance, Tosend them away was im- 
possible, for they needed bis help sorely, and 
thev had often come trom very long distances, 
on toot, on horseback, on camels, or carried 
on litters or in baskets. But to help them 
involved an almost total sacrifice of rest and 
recreation, for thes wer manv. and 
the consultation generally demanded the em- 
plovment of two orthree interpreters. The 
sucrifice Was made, however, and the reward 
for it is anew legend. I the purpose of 
making sof veologial observatiens Virchow 
had a hole dug inthe bed ofa dried-up rive: 
inthe neighborhood. and the people notieed 
that. until the hole filled up with water, the 
magician every day climbed down there and 
made some curious researches with a lit can—

people assembled around the hole, lined its 
sides with neat brick-work and marble, bap- 
tized it Virchow’s Well. and now, sinee 
the magician has gone, thev bring their sick to 
hie weil to be cured by drinking its waters or

It is 
an incident in the career of Ponce de Leon 
while on his historic search for the Isles of 
Bemini and the fountains of perpetual youth.

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THE CONTEST IN THE BAPTIST CHURCH. 
The Course of Dr. Boyd and His Congrega- 
gution Approved by Religious Joearnais. 

The readers of the Post DIsPaTca are well 
aware of the contest that has been going on 
among the Baptists of this city, and the bitter 
attacks that have been made on Dr. Boyd and 
bis church for several months.

It was a wise and needtul thing, in 
view of allthe circuimstances, for the church 
to miaxe this reaffirmation.’’ 

The Religious Herald of Richmond, Va., the 
most widely circulated Baptist paper publisted 
inthe South, says: ‘‘Tbisisenough. What- 
ever doubts may have existed of the soundness 
of the faith and practice of the Second Baptist 
Church must all be scattered by the 
frank and unanimens reaffirmation of 
their clear and full Scriptural creed. By all 
the reports touching their faith and practice, 
we have not been moved to withdraw from 
them the hand of fellowship; but we take great 
pleasure in assuring thew of our renewed con- 
idence in the steadfastness of their faith, and 
wishing that their success may correspond with 
their extraordinary liberality and enterprise 
in the cause oi Christ.

How an Old-Time Itin rant Slew Thre 
Indians at Oace. 

[Cameron County Cor. of the Wilkes varrs Resorl.] 

According to tradition, a number of In liaas 
were massacred at the mouth of a littl 
stream now known as Grove Run, aud a few 
hundred yards above Sinnemahdning Station 
by Peter Grove, a compatriot of Captain 
Sam Brady, and one of the most relent- 
less Indian haters of that time. The 
bloody incident occurred over one hundred 
years ago, andis related as follows: Peter 
Grove, who was well acquainted with all 
these mountain defiles and streams, discover- 
ed the trail of seven Indians who kad been 
making a foray on the settlements below, and 
he pursucd them up the Sinnemahoning. Oue 
evening they encamped at the mouth of this 
little stream on the bank of the creek and built 
a fire in fancied security. As he came down 
Ellicott’s Run, which empties into tne’ First 
Fork near here, and passed around the high 
knob of the mountain, he discovered the 
smoke of their fire and knew that the foe was 
encamped tbere. He waited patiently till 
they were asleep, when he crept up like 
a panther, and rushing upon them, succeed. 
ed in killing three. ‘The others were so sur- 
prised, and not knowing how many were in 
the attacking party, they fled for their lives. 
liastiiy seizing the arms of the slain, he 
threw them into aswamp near by, and, en- 
tering the creek, waded down stream some 
distance to avoid being tracked by the wily 
foe, and then crossed over the mountains to 
Beech Creck and escaped. This alventure 
was one of the most daring in the life of this 
bold hunter, and was equal, if not superior, 
to any of the exploits of Brady. Years 
afterward, when the settlers cime, 
the sturdy oak under which 
the Savages laid down to their 
last sleep was pointed out, and the marks iu 
the trunk where their tomahawks had been 
struck could be seen. Oneortworusty gun 
barrels were found in the morass years after- 
ward, which were undoubtedly all that re- 
mained of the arms of the luckless savages. 
The little stream was afterward known as 
Grove Run—a name which it bears to this day 
—and when the county of Cameron was erect- 
ed, Peter was again honored by having a town- 
ship named after him, which takes in the spot 
where he slew the Indians. His name, there- 
fore, is well perpetuated by Grove Run and 
Grove township.

A VALUABLE RAT NEST. 
Rodents that Mysteriously Uncarth and 
Utilize Greenbacks and Shinplasters. 
{From the Oshkosh Noi thwestern. } 

A mysterious proceeding is going on at the 
ssloon of Thielen & Fanstzen, on Main street. 
In a small drawer back of the bar, in which 
nothing is kept but a few receipts and other 
papers, the rats have been making a nest for 
some weeks almost entirely out of greenbacks 
and fractional currency. Where the torn 
pieces of money come from is a mystery. 
The money drawer is not near 
it and no money is left in it 
overnight.
